Applicants request republication of the instant application pursuant to 37 CFR § 1.221(b) 
due to a material Office mistake apparent from the Office records. This Request for 
Republication is timely filed within two months of the April 12, 2007, publication date, i.e., 
before June 12, 2007. 

The Application published as US-2007-0082979-A1 on April 12, 2007. As published, 
the application incorrectly spells the name of the second-listed inventor, which should be 
"Horacio Naranjo" and not "Haraelo Naranjo."

Accordingly, Applicants request republication of the instant application with the 
corrected spelling of the second inventor's name - i.e., as "Horacio Naranjo" instead of "Haraelo 
Naranjo." 

It is respectfully submitted that this request is proper under 37 C.F.R. 1.221(b) because 
this request is made within two months of the April 12, 2007 publication date, is to correct a 
material error made by the US PTO, and is not a request under 37 C.F.R. 1.221(a). Accordingly, 
no fee should be necessary to consider this request.
